THE A&BICULTUKAL ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

The Meetlur OmMm to Incorporate m 
tbe B. 0, AKricuItmral AMoelstlon. 

About fifty prominent citizens as- 
sembled in the city hall on Thure- 
day evening pursuant to tho aiinounce- 
meiil tlint t". nu^utliig of the friends of the 
IJriiisli ('oli!iiil«i;i Agricultural Society 
would then and theru be held. 

Mayor Grant was iinaniminisly voted 
to the clinir and on taking his seat ex- 
plained that the object of tho meeting 
was for tbe consideration of what was 
best to be done in connection witli the 
work of the British Columbia Agricul- 
tural Society, whose exhibitions had in 
the past been held alternately on the 
Island niid the Mainland. Without go- 
ing into detail he explained" how at tlio 
close of this year's show in New We.it- 
minster it was decided that the exhibi- 
liition should again be held there— iu 
opposition to the distinct understanduig 
that the alternating principle should be 
acted on. It was not fair to have two 
consecutive exhibitions held on tho 
-Mainland, and the present meeting wan 
called to decide what was beat to be 
done in the interest of the Island. 

Mr. Renoiif was elected secretary, 
and proceeded to read eomnuinicatioiis 
from Horatio Webb and A. S. Vedder, 
farmers of CliiUiwhack; John Kirkland, 
Lailner's Landing; W. J. Hammond, 
.Maple Ridge, and .Mr. .VlcGillivray, 
Suniaa, expresaiiig sympathy with the 
object of the meeting and offering any 
assistance in tlleir power. 

Mr, Shakespeare explained that after 
hearing of tho disgraceful ami dishonor- 
able action of a few people of New West- 
minster after the lust exhibition, the 
friends of the association hero decided 
to call a meeting, and invited a number 
of gentlemen from tbe mainland to at- 
tend. These were a few of the replies 
received. 

Mr. Dalby said that every year Vic- 
toria, had the exhibition she could hive 
secured it for the next. Victoria want- 
ed it to be a provincial affair however. 
He tliouglit the Islanders could work in 
harmony with the Mainland people 
iilthougli they had boon treated (fis- 
courteously It tho last nieetinjj. That 
meeting had been packed with those 
who were not memhers nor exhibitors, 
and who were listened to while the 
island representatives were not given a 
bearing. Ho advised that Victoria pro- 
ceed with tlie exhibition this year, und 
was sure that the oitizans would assist 
more than over. 

Jilr. .JttB. Fell lamented the fact that a 
feeliiij; "f anliigonisni existed between 
Victdiia aii.l New Westminster. He 
thuuylii that tlio Island men would have 
received support had thoy remained at 
till! inceliug and fought ilic battle out, 
lit! wanted lo aee Victoria set West- 
minatcr a good example, and adviseil 
thu placing of a fair percentage of 
Mainland men on the directorate. 

Mr. 1 1 igf^iiis differed very iinicli with 
tlic preccdiiit; .'jpeakcr. He tlioiiglil tliiit 
the aplit waa the best thing that coulil 
httvo luippeiietl for the Island. Notliiiig 
was nioio prejudicial to the growth and 
foKturing of provincial iiidustriea than a 
divided show. The trouble at Now 
WcHtminslur would prove a good thing 
in the end. Thu laliuid woiilil have its 
own show now, with its own olliccrB,aiid 
it would be able lo do aoiiietliiiig. 
When thettBBOciation was first formoii it 
was intended to hava the exliibitiona 
held yearly at Viotoria. The peripatetic 
principle win forced by those who de- 
cliiieil to support other than nn allet- 
iiating show. Ho believed in having 
two societies, cue on the Island and one 
on the Mainland, friendly and yet riv- 
als, united in advancing tho indualrien 
of the province. The Island men should 
show that Lhoy wei'o independent,— 
that lliuy could walk alone | and boforo 
long tliuy would have as great a show 
hori! iiH Portland has. He advised the 
orgaiii/atiuu of an altogether new so- 
ciety. 

Mr. Ivcr thought that the organiza- 
tiiiii shrjuld l)o under the old name— 
liritish Onlniiibia Agricultural ABsooia- 
tiuii— and iiicorpnration should bo at 
mice .f'ociirod. Tho old society was 
iR'vcr iihMirporatcd. 

The oliainiiiin en(|uirod if it was pro- 
p<i!icd to liavi! the future oxhihitions on 
tlui Inland, iir altcrni. ting as before. 

'I'lie (|Ui;Hlii)n jiassed unanswered. 

Mr. Kur movorl, seconded by Mr. 
Sliukcspcure, tliat tho organization of 
the Uritisli Colunihia Agricultural Abso' 
uialioii be proceei'lcd with. 

Moved ill amendment by Me««ra,_ 
ifamos Tolmio and Dr. Mihio, that the' 
organization of the British Columbia In 
dustrial Auooiatlon be euuiniciiced. 

The mover and seconder of thelimend' 



ment fully expressed their views, hop- 
ing that under tho new uuineand on the 
new basis the association would flourish. 
The Mainland wanted nothing from 
the laland, and surely the Islunu could 
be independent as well. 

Mr. iVlby opposed the dlsplav of any 
sectional feeling, und endorsed Mr, 
Ker's resolution. 

Mr. Higgiiis warmly supported the 
ameudmcut. 

Mr. Ker thought that the association 
would have to be known by tho old 
name in order to be secured in the 
ownership of the asaociation property 
and obtain the tidvenimeiit. aasiHtiuiue. 

.Shuriil' McMillan did not think there 
was rcMiiii for two sliowa in tho )iroviuee, 
iKir did he think anythiiig coiilil be 
done until the auiiual meeting, Thu 
oflicera had been regularly electeil anil it 
would be unwise to go through tho 
farce of an election. 

Mr. Fell was sorry that tho discus- 
sion should have arisen, anil fuel should 
be added to the lire of aectioual feeling. 
He hoped that a more CiiiiiH'rrAN spirit 
would he displayed. (Laughter,) 

Mr. Henoiif wua u repfeseiitiitivo ut 
New Westminster, when there were ten 
New Westminster men present to every 
one lalaiidcr. The Westminster people 
claimed the exhibition on the ground 
that they wore in the centre of the 
agricultural district. They undoubted- 
ly had the best building and tho beat 
conducted show ever held iu tlie prov- 
ince. He endorsed the formation of the 
Viotoria Industrial Asauoiatiou, It 
would be held here, and not conflict 
with the provincial, in the same manner 
that Toi'onto has her groat industrial, 
und it does not injure the provincial 
exhibition iu Ontario.

Mr. Shakespeare moved r the adoption 
of the rules of tho British' , Columbia 
Agricultural Association as a whole.

Mr. Higgins nioveil, seconded by Mr. 
Tolmie, in amendment to Mr. Shakes- 

fioare's resolution, that the exhibition be 
leld annually at or near Victoria. 

The discussion upon the inolioiis 
brought forward and a variety of other 
subjects hero hecaiiiu docidudly mixed, 
and no good was for some lime brought", 
out of tho coiifusion. 

An ainendmeat to tlio aiiicnilinunt 
was offered by Mcsara. Tomplemaii and 
Fell, providing for the adoption of the 
rules as printed with the exception of 
articles 10 and 1 1. 

Messrs. Fell and Hoaveii moved 
another amendment, that the cliainuau 
and .sceretarj' procure legal aid and pro- 
ceed to coiiault the executive wilhout 
delay in order to secure incorporation.

A COSTLY TRIP. 



The Uatuage to H.N.8. Amphlon Fully ai 
Iiad as Anticipated. 



Further particulars in regard to the 
accident wiiicli befel H. M.,S. Amphion 
on Wednesiiny hl3t have come to hand 
since the hurried, and conftcquently im- 
perfect, account given to the pulilio O.n 
Thursday morning. 

It appeura that the line of rocks atruck 
is known as Killett Bluff, not Haro 
Point, on the American aide of Haro 
channel, and extending out froin'Hcnry 
Island, 

/ High tide enabled the Amphion to 
enter tho dock shortly after 2 o'clock 
Thursday morning, and divers from 
H.M.S. .Swiftsuro and Amphion were 
soon after sent down. The dynamo flat 
being the one moat affected by the ac- 
cident they were, however, unable lo 
use their submarine lights, and soon re- 
turned to the surface. 

The protection mats and sails had 
leen thrown over the side a few 
seconds after the accident, and they 
still extended about fifty feet along 
the side. By the attachment of 
ropes to the masts the ship 
was careened over to the proper 
position in the dock, and boforo three 
the. work of emptying tho dock com- 
menced. Tho dockyard tire engine and 
the Tiger from tho Victoria lire depart- 
ment assisted the ship's pumps to clear 
her of water. A large pump of the C. 
P. N. Co.'s waa also brought down, .but 
not put into service. ✓ 

All Thanksgiving Day the work oT ) 
pumping continued and yesterday morn- 
ing the disabled ship stood dry and the^ 
canvass was removed. 

The first glance from below showed" 
that the damage wus even more serious 
than had been 'anticipated, Starting 
from unidei' the fore yard, the starboard 
sido had beeivscraped by the rook and 
dented for more than one-third of the 
ship's length. The rivets hud all been 
started in the plates alTected an<l Ihero 
were imnieiiac punctures in the steel 
side. The bilge keel, or rolling chalk, 
had been doubled up like a concertina, 
while a large portion of it 
had been carried away. E.ttending 
from the fore end of thu bilge 
keel waa a split some fourfeot in length 
and as much ns six inches in width, 
where the rock had pierced the inner as 
well aa the outer bottom. About forty 
feet from the bow, where the Ucslson it- 
self was bunt in, wis aiiutlicr- very ugly 
hole; while the keel, for about twenty- 
five feet, was bent in at intervala, and 
little leaks hud started in conse(|uence. 

All four blades of the starboard pro- 
peller were bent out of thoir proper 
shape by coming iu contact with the 
l ock in turning after tho collisiuu with 
it. 

I'robably the moat serious injury of 
all was the bending of the iron frames 
of tho ship, uccesaitating the placing in 
of several new riba, which ounnot be 
done unless the ship is in u manner re- 
built. 

Had tho ship's bottom boon of any- 
thing less than steel, her loss must havo 
been certain. As it is tho work of re- 
pair will last many months, and involve 
an oxpenditure in tbe neighborhood of 
1(100,000, Tho number of plates marked 
for removal is about thirty-five. 

Tho men from the ship say that It was 
the double bottom alone that saved 
hci"; and unite in praise of tho coolness 
und bravery shown by Capt. Hultou 
and hid oflicers iu running thu ilisabled 
ship buck to Esquiinalt, thruugli the 
fog, and ill such a condition that the 
order "prepare to abandon ship" had 
been given. 

Many are the opinions expressed in 
regard to the repairing of tho ship, but 
it appears to bo generally believed that 
aho will bo simply "patched" here and 
then return to England for tho complete

It is very greatly to be regretted 
' that the Oovernor-Uenoral's attempt to 
reach the Mainland on Saturday in timu 
to tneot his appointment with the cor- 
poration of Westndnster ended as it 
did. No one could foresee that what 
promiacd to bo a pleasant trip aliould 
come so near ending in a dreadful 
tragedy. The moniing was foggy but 
the mist lifted at times and it appeared 
almost bright. The fog must have been 
more dense in the strait of Haro than 
it was on this side of the island. But 
the strait ia ditliuult to navigate in all 
but the very clearest weather. Capt. 
Hulton no doubt took every precaution 
but there was nothing to show him tliat 
his position was peculiarly dangerous. 
Sotindings could not have helped hiui 
for the water is very deep in all parts 
of the channel and witliin a very nhori 
distance of where the Amphiou grazed 
the rock there is 140 fathoms of water. 

After that dreadful gash was made in 
the side of the vessel and she appeared 
in immediate danger of sulking, there 
wa*no confusion on board the ahip. 
Tho force of discipline waa then felt. 
The officers were cool and collected, 
every man was at hispost.andordors were 
cheerfully and pcmptly obeyed. Every- 
thing was done thbt skill and e.Kperi- 
ence could suggest to save the ship. 
Captain Hulton bringing his shi]) into 
port in the condition she was, ia aaid by 
those who are competent to form an 
opinion, a wonderftil piece of seaman- 
ship. Of course there are many persoiiK 
on shore yihio are astonishingly wise 
•ft«if the event, and who are ready to de- 
clare that if the ship had taken 
a diffsrcnt course from the.'^n' 
8hd_^ <lid-^ if bJio. -was handled 
differently, and if hor speed hud 
noit. J>een exactly what it wus thc 
ytuel would have got safely througl 
the strait and would have urriverl at 
Westminster in good time. Hut it ia not 
wise to put nmch faitli in the crilicianis 
«f landsmen respecting nautical alfair.s- 
Tliey may consider themselves comiii - 
t«nt to prdnouucc upon the seamanship 
of Captain Hulton, biit no one ivoulil 
be so foolhardy as to trust his life to 
their skill on the calmest of seas in the 
clearest of weather. Strict enquiry will 
no doubt be made into everytldng con- 
nected with the diaaster by olficcra com- 
petent to arrive at an intelligent and a 
justoonclusion. Until then it will he 
becoming hi the fresh water critics to 
say very little about tho matter. 

The Governor-General and his party 
•re to be congratulated upon IlieircKcaiic 
from whatseems to na to have tjccn a very 
serious danger. The weatlier was calm, 
(he land was near and it appears thai 
the compartments of the Amphion <V-ere 
Water-tight; but if the rent in the aliip'a 
. side had been greater the water might 
have poured in at such a rate aa Lo make 
it useless to attempt to keep her afloat. 
It might have happened that ' there 
wpuld .l)uve been great difUculty in 
getting the boats lowered in time to 
nave those on lioai d. I5ut it ia \iseless 
to speculate ou what might liavc lichen. 
Every one ia tliankfid tliat not only did 
tho Oovernor-tieneral and those who 
were with him get safely to land, but 
thatjthe ship herself was brought in- 
to harbor without the loss of a single 
life. 

This disaster shows very clearly the 
folly of those who talke<l of renmvinj; 
tho naval station to Knglish Hay, a har- 
bor only to be reached by threading 
intricate channels, and in which a fleel 
might bo injprisoned for days by a fog 
which did not extend to the open sou. 
In time of war an active enemy could 
keep a superior force in Knglish May 
like BO many rats in a trap. 'I'iie pro- 
posal to remove the naval station hum 
a splendid harbor, easily aauessiblo ami 
' commBuding tho entrance to the Straits 
of Fuua, to u bay in uu out of the way 
corner, fenced out from the open sea by 
barriers of ialanda sejiarated by narrow 
crooked clmnnela diflicidt to navigate, 
was ono of the moat senseless schemes 
•ver doviaed by unintelligent and short- 
sighted self-interest.

As it is 
with indiviiluals so it is with communi- 
ties. Vancouver is not a dollar the

"Wc hiivc," says Mr. Angell, "so 
vigorously opposed all attempts by 
Great Britain to search our veaaela in 
times of peace ; wo b»ve claimed so ve- 
hemently tliQ rii;ht of fishing iu Cana- 
dian waters sharply up to the threc- 
ndle limit from shore, tnat obviously we 
must show sonio very plain and cogent 
reasouH to justify our course in IJehr- 
iiig'sSou.", . . 

But they , ht^ye 110 such plain and co- 
gent reasons to show. On the cotitniry. 
their Government persistently refusca to 
advance any reason. Tlioy exorcise the 
rigb* of search on Beluing's Sea simply 
becauae thoy feel strong enough to do 
so. That la. the long and short of it. 
They know that they have not the 
sliadow of a right to search Uril- 
iah vessels seventy miles from land. 

Tlio most, plausible argument which 
has been advanced in favor of the 
.\niericano oxercisiug sovereignty over 
the waters of Bekring's Sea, is that the 
e.\eroiso of such ft power ia necessary to 
save the seals from exberniinatiou. If 
men of every nation weru free to enter 
that sea to hunt seals, there would, they 
contend, soon bo no seals to hunt. 
Mr. Angoll shows tliiit thiib plea is not 
sound. This is the conclusion ho comes 
to : 

"On the whole,- we find no ground on 
which we can claim as u right the ex- 
clusion of foreigners from the open 
waters of Kehring .Sea for tho purpose 
of protecting seals. If we have any 
good ground and are determined to 
stand upon it, then wo ought to pro- 
ceed with more vigor in maintaining our 
policy. To send ono little roveiuie 
aleaaicr, carrying a armiU crew, uilo 
llehriiig ^'•Ci,, and to despatch on each of 
the captured vessels one man, a coinnmii 
->ciunan aa a prize cicw or coniniuniliii^ 
odicer, is simply absunl." 

He believes that the seals ought to In 
preserved, but he maintains their pro 
.servalion shoidd lie u matter of inter 
national concern.

The use of electricity as a motivt 
power on street railways is growing in 
favor with extraordinary rnpidity. It 
is oidy five yearn sinee tlie first rude at 
tenipta to vise the ouirent in llii.s iiiiui- 
ner were miide, anil yet to-duy, accord- 
ing to tho Electrical World, there arc 
no loBs than 179 electric street railways 
on this continent, 115 of which are in 
actual operation and tho remainder in 
course of construction. The total length 
of truck is 1 ,2(»0 mile.?, and the number 
of motorcars iu use is 1,884. All but 
three of the 179 roads, are coiistruotod 
upon tho overhead system, the only line 
of any consequence using storage batter- 
ies being the Fourth avenue lino in New 
York. There can be little doubt, how- 
ever, that this aysLem will eonio into 
general use in time, for invention is 
certain to overcome the difficulties which 
at present prevent its adoption.

We will now seal it and hold it 
to the liglit thus. There you can no< 
only see the hanic check, but you can 
#lso read many of the words on the sheet 
cf paper This can bo prevented cither 
by getting a very thick and high priced 
•nvelope which is not transparent, noi 
scarcely translucent, or by taking a 
cheaper grade of paper which is blue on 
one side. Now wu sell quite a number 
of blue vol opes, that is, envelopes 
which are blue on the outside; but. most 
people do not liho tliem for their color. 
So, to gel over the difQcuIty and still 
not malio ii iiigh priced article, we use 
paper wliich is blue ou one side and 
white on the other." — Exchange.
